In my last number, I proved that, if we 


could icckon upon 150 burneis per night, 
with ordinary prudence 6 per cent, on the 
investment would ceitainly be realized, and 
that if there were 200 burners, which would 
in all probability be the number in use 
during the second year, the profits would 
justify a dividend of 11 per cent. 
Tn this 


estimate I did not take into the account the 
income derived from the College, if gas 
were introduced into that Institution. 


The question now arises, can the neces- 


sary capital f>e secured? It can, if we 
feel a sufficient interest in the matter. 


In other towns, in which capital has been 


thus employed, it has been found to be a' 
safe aud profitable investment. 
So well 


satisfied have the stockholders of some of 
the older companies become, in re.goid to j 
this point, that they are ready to engage in 
other similar projects, when presented to 
their notice. 
Several prominent and per- 


fectly reliable individuals, 'who hold a huge 
amount of stock in the company of a neigh-' 
boring town, said to me, on moic occasions 
than one, that, if the citizens of Gettys- 
burg would procure a charter, they would 
take all the stock of our Company and put 
up our works; or that if we could not rai^c 
the whole amount they would take the 
balance. 
At the same time they remarked 


that if I could say to our men of capital and 
to our citizens generally what they could, 
there would be uo hesitation among us about. 
taking the stock. 
At the end of the fiist i 


three years of their existence, as a conipa- j 
ny, they divided 40 per cent, or 13-} per 
annum, on their investment, "iicsidos ma- ( 
king heavy expenditures in laying addition- 
al pipes and furnishing meteis; and now 
their stock cannot he purchased for Ic'ss 
than 38 to 40 per cent, advance upon its ' 
par value. 
And it must be further remar- i 


ked, that the price, at which thej furnish ' 
gas, is only two-thirds that for which our 
company would furnish it to us. It is true, 
the quantity, which thoy produce, j« con- 
siderably greater than that which our com- 
pany would be called upon to produce; 
but this only proves that •«ith economy in 
the management of the works, every thing 
depends upon the amount consumed 
And, 


from all that [ can learn, I have rc-T-on to ] 
believe that our citizens generally would, 1 
at once, have it introduced and thus hccuie 
a large consumption. 
, 


There are, however, many serious objec- 


tions to having a large part of the stock 
own^d by poisons who live at a distance, 
and whose sole motive in subscribing"«iinld 
be tbe poniiuiary gain 
They might, if PO 


disposed, fui nish an infciior gas by using 
cheaper coal; or they might increase its 
piicc after having been genei.illy introdu- 
ced ; or they might keep up the price at 
what it was when thoy began to fuinish it, 
although the increased consumption might 
fully justify a reduction j 01 they might 
othci wise control the opuiations of the com- 
pany to the inconvenience or detriment of 
0111 town. In one ot oui neighboring towns, 
the stock is mostly in the hand of non-resi- 
dents, and although the citizens have com- 
plied \\ith the requirements made of them, 
the company is doing nothing in putting up 
the works, so that they aie entirely depen- 
dent upon the will of foreigner0. 
Tn ano- 


ther, the stock so held, it appears, was not 
paid in, the works passed under the ham- 
mer of the sheriff for the co&t of construc- 
tion, and the inhabitants were obliged to 
resort again to their old greasy lamps aud 
candles. 


It is very desirable that our men of means 


should subscribe liberally towards this en- 
terpri&e, and that every property holder 
and gas consumer should hold some stock. 
Having an interest in the company, they 
would endeavor to promote its prosperity 
by having its operations piudently managed, 
and seeing to it that the gas should be as 
extensively as possible introduced; and 
being consumers, they would, on tho other 
hand, be anxious to have it furnished at as 
low a rate as would be consistent with a. rea- 
sonable profit and the necessary risks. The 
shares should, therefore, be made as low as 
§25 each, so that all could become stock- 
holders on a small scale, whilst the greatest 
amount of the capital would, as a matter of 
course, be held by persons of larger means. 
If an earnest and concerted effort were 
made, $14,000 could easily be raised by 
our citizens and country friends. 
The in- 


habitants of our town and its vicinity have, 
on several former occasions, shown that, 
although there is comparatively little wealth 
amongst us, they can be liberal and enterpri- 
sing, when objects of convenience and utili- 
ty arc presented for their support. 


This subject should be laid hold of at 


once, and prosecuted vigorously. A meet- 
ing should be called, and a committee ap- 
pointed to canvass <he town, to sec how 
many burners can be iclied on. Then, 
immediate measures should be taken for 
the purpose of procuring a Charter ear/// 
hi the winter, and of having the stock snb- 
ocnbcfl. If the enterprise be entered upon 
early, wo niay have the works erected 
during the coming summer, and enjoy the 
luxury of gas light next Autumn, There 
should be no delay, 
J.

stract from the United States Treasury.—
